Hagar is a son. of William G. Ha- 
gar, president of the W. G. Hagar 
Iron Co. Since leaving college he has 
been city salesman for the company. 
Mrs. Smith’s husband is manager of 
the accident and health departments 
of the W. H. Markham Insurance 
Agency in the Pierce building. 

Hagar was arrested at 9:30 p. m. Tues- 
day when he went to the ashpit in the 
rear of the Smith home to see whether 
Mrs.~ Smith had left an answer to his 
letter there, as the letter had instructed 
her to do.

ance 19 days before. He weighed # 
pounds less. He told his family a 
strange and incoherent story of having 
been ill in a Louisville hospital. 

His brother, Dr. Clyde McGinnis, whe 
came here from Houston, Tex., to as- 
sist police and private detectives in 
the search for the missing physician, 
notified the police by § telephone 
Wednesday, of his brother’s._return, The 
police say the brother told them Dr. 
McGinnis had related a strange story 
of his mind being blank for four days 
and of his awakening on the fourth day 
to find himself in a Louisville hospital. 

Tells Brother of Movements. 

Dr. Clyde McGinnis later told a re- 
porter that his brother, in telling his 
incoherent story at intervals, had stat-

Dr. McGinnis, he said, had been vis- 
iting his patients, although he himself 
had been suffering three weeks from 
grippe and violent headaches. On March

LONDON. goth The immediate 
crisis rising out of the dissensions 
among army officers at Curragh is now 
for all practical purposes at an end. The 
issue which it has raised will continue 
to be debated probably until the next 


generation, but everything shows that 
Premier Asquith’s dramatic stroke of 
Monday in taking personal control of 
the War Office removes al] the more 
serious difficulties with which the Gov- 
ernment was confronted as a result of 
Seely’s blunder. 

Lord Morley disappointed the Tories 
yesterday by announcing to the House 
of Lords his intention of remaining in 
the Government service. His explana- 
tion of his position was that when he 
helped to draft the paragraphs which 
caused so much trouble, he had no 
knowledge of Gough's letter in reply to 
which the paragraphs were sent by Seely 
to Gough. Consequently, while Lord 
Morley was jointly responsible for the 
policy outlined in the paragraphs, he 
was not a party to the bargain between 
Seely and the officers.

It is impossible to 
say yet how these proposals are likely 
to develop, but it is now regarded be- 
yond any doubt that the home rule bill 
will become a law-within three months.

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ZINEW JERSEY GETS | 
EW ROGKEFELLER 
ANIMAL INSTITUTE 


Cure for Bovine Tuberculosis and 
Hog Cholera Is to Be 
Sought. 


NEW YORK, April-1.—The new de- 
partment of the Rockefeller Institute for 
the Study of Animal Diseages, for the 
establishment of which John D. Rocke- 
feller has given $1,000,000. probably will 
be located at Rahway, N. J., near the 
New Jersey Agricultural Experiment 
Station. 

This fact became known through the 
passage of a bill in the New Jersey 
Legislature, yesterday, that will per- 
mit outside medical societies to engage 
in experiments on animals in the State. 

It is understood one of the features 
of the work of the new department will 
be the study of cattle tuberculosis, with 
which so many cows are affected 
throughout the country. 

Bovine. tuberculosis often is contract- 
ed by persons through the bacilla in milk 
that is not properly pasteurized.

McGraw Loses Services of Star 
Shortstop, After Suffering 
Knockout in Houston. 


| HOUSTON, Tex., April 1-—As a re-

The sight 
of McGraw lying senseless on his 
back with blood streaming down his 
face took the attention of players 
from a possible free-for-all fight, and 
all efforts were turned to his re- 
vival, the Houston players being al- 
lowed to leave without bodily harm. 
The injured manager was hustled 
back to the Rice Hotel in a taxi and 
had his wound dressed by a physician.

mental suggestion is the best discour- 
ager of hesitancy. In the old days the 
coach ‘used mental suggestion uncon- 
sciously, but at present he uses it ad- 
visedly. Physical suggestion is a great 
aid to the mental, but it. no longer is 
used blindly, and the “rough stuff’ 
is not used as such, but as part of an 
enlightened system. 

Alertness can be taught nowadays. It 
can be taught by word of mouth, or it 
nt Agog taught with the paddle, or with

Coach “‘Paddles’”’ Sluggards. 


“One of the best line coaches in the 


ntry uses the paddle, but he is care- 
ful\to explain why. To the sluggard he 
shows the instrument and delivers him- 
self about as follows: ‘‘Now, when the 
ball is snapped I shall use this on you, 
not because I want to ‘whip up’ speed, 
but merely because your telegraph sys- 
tem is too slow. By using this for the 
time being I can the better get you 
away from your mark and get you start- 
ing after a time practically uncon- 
sciously.' The memory of the paddle 
will. be subconscious, after a time, and 
we'll dispense with it.” 

After two days’ work under the 
new conditions the coach found noth- 
ing to whale but the air. The point 
I want to make is that there was no 
brutality in this method; that the 
eandidate understood why it was fol- 
lowed, and harbore@ no resentment. 

This same coach, has made a care- 
ful study of suggestions and has suc- 
cessfully applied it to communities 
that get into a rut and feel the need 
of outside aid. 

Years ago Marshall Newell of Har- 
vard had a most effective method of 
mental suggestion to get his backs un- 
der way. Newell said simply: ‘Just 
suppose you know that I was standing 
here behind you, armed with a shotgun 
or worse, and that I would fire the in- 
stant the ball was snapped. Do you 
think any line in the world could stop 
you before I filled you with shot?” 

Crews got away from the mark under 
the lash of noisy and none too par- 
ticular coxswain, and noise is no doubt 
a great accelerator of the ‘telegraph 
system.’’ No man, no team and no 
crew likes to get away behind the other 
fellow and that is why in football, as 
in other sports, the first score counts s0 
heavily. 

Now, while.mental suggestion is val- 
uable in getting one’s own start, it can 
also be used in a preventive way upon 
one’s opponent or opponents. <A long 
series of experiments was made by a 
prominent athletic trainer on hammer 
throwers. This man watched his sub- 
ject as the latter was making his turns 
and concentrated his mind upon the 
word “foul.” Just as the hammer left 
the subject’s hands, the thrower caught 
the eye of the coach, faltered, and 
fouled. The results of these experi- 
ments are supported in unmistakable 
fashion by the coach who made them. 
The result was that the subject began 
his really serious.competition with one 
throw lost, giving the opponent a tre- 
mendous initial advantage. It is no 
stretch of the imagination to call this 
the “jump,” or the start. 


Effect of Mental Suggestion. 


In considering this we are not inter- 
ested in individuals or in teams so mucn 
as in the result, which is why no names 
are given. Everybody knows that one 
of the most trying moments both at 
Poughkeepsie and New London is the 
moment before the start, and that any- 
thing in the way of mental suggestion 
on the part of one crew will immediate- 
ly affect the other. This is usually a 
solemn moment.

Filing of Assessors’ Reports Re- 
veals How System Discrim- 
inates Against City. 


$615,745,042 FOR 1913 


Per Capita Is $896 Here, While 
for Outside Residents It 
Is but $402. 


JEFFERSON CITY, April 1—How the 
taxpayers of St. Louis are discrimi- 
uated against’ under the present taxation 
system of the State is revealed by the 
reports filed by the Assessors of St. 
Louis and the 114 counties. These re- 
ports show that the real estate and per- 
sonal property of St. Louis was assessed 
in 19128 at $615,745,890, while the rest o: 
the property in the State was assessed 
at only $1,046,992,042 

St. Louis thus pays 37 per cent of the 
taxes of the entire State. The St. Louis 
per capita is $896, while the average per 
person outside of St. Louis is 3402. 

Assessment Methods at Fault. 

The fact that St. Louisans have to 
pay so much more than their rightful 
share of taxation is due to the differ 
ent essessment methods. In St. Lewis 
property is assassed at about two-thirds 
cf its actual value, while in the State 
the-assessment is for only one-third of 
its value. 

Efforts to equalize the taxation be- 
tween the city and the State by requir- 
ing that all property be assessed at its 
full value have failed in the State 
Board of Equalization. Some members 
of the board have contended that this 
method would result in a fair adjust- 
ment of the burdens of taxation, while 
others have maintained that St. Louis, 
with its high tax rate for municipal 
purposes, “ould not under any adjust- 
ment escape the higher taxation. 

Assembly Representation Lew. 

While St. Louls pays 387 per cent of 
the taxes of the State, it is entitled, 
under present apportionment, to only 
18 ‘per cent of the total representation 
in the Genera] Assembly. 

Under this adjustment, St. Louls has 
cne representative in the lower house of 
the State Legislature for each 31,428 per- 
sons, while the other parts of the State 
get one representative for each 16,923 
persons. For a State Senator, the ap- 
portiorfment is 114,504 people in St. Louis, 
und 93,082 for the rest of the State. 

Recent State Legislatures have failed 
to pass any legisiation for a more equit- 
able adjustment of the representation in 
the General Assembly. Under the State 
Constitution, however, not much relief 
is possible.

BRIDGE COMPLETION FIRST. 

Thirteen different municipal departments and 
institutions are designed to be the beneficfaries 
of the $9,700,000 bond issue, which the Joint 
Committee of the House and Council has unanim- 
ously decided to recommend to the Municipal 
Assembly. 

It is proposed that it shall be submitted to the 
people one week in advance of the referendum ou 
the. $2,750,000 bond issue for bridge completion, 
assuming that the House combine consents to dis- 
posing of that proposition in one vote instead 
of the two votes that will he required under the 
initiative. The tentative date for the vote on the 
omnibus bond issue is June’ 23. 

While tha biggest addition ever made at one 
time to Prope indebtedness is contemplated by 
the Joint Connnittee, an admirable distribution 
of the money has been arranged. It makes $cs- 
sible new appointments contributing to St. Louis’ 
beautification, its héalth and convenience, its fa- 
cilities for enjoyment, its equipment for conserv- 
ing the unfortunate and the delinquent. To pro- 
vide for all these splendid improvements under 
one comprehensive plan, rather than under a 
piecemeal plan requiring years for its execution, 
will be wise. 

But the bridge completion proposal and the om- 
nibus proposal should not be brought into such 
relation to each other as to endanger the success 
of both. Of the two the bridge proposal has pri- 
ority in time, and its claims to public attention. 
This priority must not be surrendered. No other 
needs are to be compared with the vital need for 
bridge completion.

INHUMAN PUNISHMENTS. 

In the United States District Court at Shreve- 
port, La., Herman Vaugn, a boy fifteen years old, 
was found guilty of complicity in the robbery of 
a postoffice by his father,and brothers, hardened 
criminals. Approving the verdict as in accordance 
with the evidence, Judge Boarman expressed his 
gratification that the case had come under Fed- 
eral instead of State jurisdiction, because Louis- 
ana lacks a reformatory institution for juvenile 
offenders. The judge said in part: 

The Government of the United States pro- ° 
vides .a disciplinary method of punishment 
that may be for your betterment—that pun- 
ishment is in sending you to a house of cor- 
rection—to what. we call the National Train- 
ing School for Boys at Washington. 

You will not be humiliated and made 
ashamed in future life by having had to serve 
a period of time in the National Training 
School, because its conditions are not such 
as to humiliate you or bring shame to you. 
Its conditions are such as to inspire you with 
hope for the future by educating you men- 
tally, as well as training your hands in the 
way to earn an honest living when you go 
into the world among men. 

If the Government had no methods to pun- 
ish you except the State’s limited, inhumane 
methods, the jury, in all probability, would 
not have convicted you, and I would 
not willingly sentence you. It was made evi- 
dent in the trial of your case to the Court 
and to the jury that the Government of the 
United States has provided methods of such 
punishment for your civic betterment. If you’ 
had been tried in the State court the jury 
might not have convicted you. 

You should not look forward to this pun- 


ishment with shame. pun'shment, leav- 
ing you free from shame, ll have ended 
when you 4p" out of the reformatory. The 


punishment that is visited by -the State be- 
comes lasting, and often severest only when 
the offender has left the penitentiary. A man 
sent to a state penitentiary is more severely * 
punished after he leaves the penitentiary than 
he is, even with the brutal methods adopted to 
punish him within the penitentiary. The pun- 
ishment of such a man begins after he leaves 
the penitentiary. In strong contrast to this, 
your punishment will cease as soon as you 
come out of the National Training School 
You will be a better boy, a better man and 
a better citizen, and you will come out in 
every sense better than you are now. I am 
saying all this to you in the way of criticism 
of the institutions of the State over your 
shoulders. I am criticising the State for the 
want of better methods of punishment with 
the hope that public opinion will, at an early 
day, join in a successful condemnation of the

The very unfavorable February 
earnings statements of the great East- 
ern railway systems was one; the other 
was the continued and very striking rise 
of investment securities on the Euro- 
pean Stock Exchanges. 

‘At London consols made the some- 
what extraordinary advance of % of a 
point, bringing them nearly 1 full point 
above the price at last week’s close. 
Berlin and Paris shared in the general 
improvement of affairs at London. 

“This cheerful aspect of affairs in 
financial Europe could not be said. to 
have been reflected on our own Stock 
Exchange; but combined, perhaps, with 
other influences, it had the effect of off- 
setting such considerations as the - bad 
showing of the railways. ‘ 

‘The stock market at all events held 
somewhat surprisingly firm; there were 
numerous fractional advances, and 
shares even of the railways, whose Feb- 
ruary earnings were the worst, hardiv 
varied in price at all. 

‘Towards the close the movement was 
more or less irregular, but there was 
no sign of weakness. 

Rallroad Earnings Poor. 

“Today's publication of the February 
earnings of Pennsylvania and New York 
Central threw a good deal of light on 
the reduction in the two-companies’ 
employment forces engaged on improve- 
nents and renewals. 

“The Pennsylvania’s net. earnings for 
the month were only $845,000, as against 
$3,356,000 in the sarne month of 1913. This 
was due to $3,600,000 decrease in gross 
revenue, offset by only one-half as 
much saving in expenses. 

“The snow blockade must have ac- 
counted for something of this; but gross 
for the two months of the year are cut 
down $7,300,000, with expenses only $2,- 
600,000 lower. 

‘‘New York Central’s showing of Feb- 
ruary earnings is similar. ross ‘for 
lines in the system decreased $3,300.000 
and net results were $753,000, as against 
$4,100,000, while gross for the two months 
decreased $6,400,000, with net down to 

2,300,000, as against $9,400,000 a year ago 
and $6,600,000 in 1912. 

Iron Trade Is Quiet. 


“These returns are undoubtedly
